A Sullen Peace 


HE = longest and most 
damaging dock strike in 
the history of the port of 
New York has just ended, 
but the dispute that started 
it a month before remains 
unresolved, It was simply 
smothered by a threat from 
the Natioual Labour Rela- 
tions Board which the strik: 
ing Internationnl Longshore- 
men’s Association — called 
“unprecedented and illegal.” 
So the New York waterfront 
is just as unhappy as ever. 
The ILA feels thot it has 
been bullied into submission. 
Its returning workers are 
sullen and unappeased, The 
American Federation © of 
‘Labour has so far no 
guaranteed privilege to work 
the piers, though some piers 
are keeping on American 
Federation of Labour men 
who broke the strike. One 
observer has said that the 
ILA has beer wounded 
by ‘n succession of blowa 
from the Government and it 
may never recover. Yet it 
has, dictated’ the Inbouring 
conditions of the port for at 
lenst 40 years and has 
powerful allies, not least in 
highly respectable Abipping 
firms who are loth to break 
up old working agreements.

Hanoi, Apr. 13. 

Vietminh siege — guns 
pounded French defences 
at Dien Bien Phu today and 
Colonel Christian de Cas- 
tries alerted his embattled 
garrison for what may be 
the big Red push.

Neuyen Giap has completed 
bullding up the rebel legions for 
the third-round assault on the 
beleaguered fortress, Colonel de 
Castries reported by radio to 
headquarters here that his posi- 
tions were under "Intense" 
enemy shelling.

French officials here said Glap 
now had four freshly-reinforced 
regular divisions in addition to

Washington, Apr. 13. 
President Eisenhower had directed _that a 
“blanic wall” be placed between the physicist, Dr 
J. Robert Oppenheimer, and ; 
information, pending a security investigation, the 
Atomic Energy Commission revealed today. 
The Commission issued a statement announc- 
ing that in response to Dr Oppenheimer's request 


any secret atomic

sion, a Board had been established to hear'the case 
and advise the Commission on whether or not the 


suspension or clearance of Dr Oppenheimer should 


be made permanent. 


The AEC statement said: 
“The President, in- consultation with the Secretary

Mobilisation, directed that 


pending a security review 


of the material in the file, a blank wall be placed be- 
tween Dr Oppenheimer and any secret data, and that 
without prejudging. the issue, established procedures 


should be followed.” 


The statement disclosed that 
Dr Oppenhelmer had reauested 
u hearing and added: “A board 
was accordingly established for 
the purpose of hearing the case 
and advising the commisston ay 
to whether or not the suspen~ 
ston or clearance of Dr Oppen- 
heimef should be made, perma~ 
nent. oa ea 

“This Boord is now sitting 
under the Chairmanship of Mr 
Gordon Gray, formerly Secre- 
tary of the Army, and presently 
President of the University of 
North Carolina. The other 
members of the Board are _ Mr 
Thomas A. Morgan, former Pre- 
stdent of the Sperry Corpora- 
thon and Dr Ward V. Evans, 
Professor of Chemistry, Loyola 
University, Chicago, 

“The Commission, because of 
ultimate responsibility for a 
decision in this matter, belleves 
that propriety requircd that tt 
make no further statement”.

TWO MAIN CHARGES

Genova, Apr. 13. 

A commission of experts 
from 11 countries declared 
todny that the only way to 
protect civillana {fn an 
‘atom age war is by 
limiting the power of 
modern weapons, 

The experts, whose 
meeting was sponsored by 
the International Red 
Cross, had spent a week 
discussing the problem of 
fegal protection of civillans 
and war victims from the 
dangera of modern aerial 
warfare and “blind” wea- 
pons. 

In a statement when the 
conference ended, they said 
unrestricted use of nuclear 
weapons would make ft 
virtually impossible for 
warring nations to 
Unguish between legitimate 
military targets and “pro- 
tected” arcas or between 
combatanta and mnon-com- 
batants,_Renter. 


No Transfer 
Of African 


Territories 


London, Apr. 13. 

The Prime Minister, Sir 
Winston Churchill, told the 
House of Commons today 
there could be no question 
of the British Government 
agreeing ut the present time 
to the transfer of — the 
British — pretectorates — of 
Beehuanaland, — Basutoland 
and Swaziland to the Union 
of South Africa. 

He was replying to Mr R. W. 
Sorensen, a Labeur member, 
who questioned him about a 
svggestion by Dr Danicl Malan, 
South African Prime  Mintster, 
that the three — protectorates 
should be transferred to the 
Union, 

Sir Winston) Churchill — said 
Britain was pledged since the 
South Africa Act of 1900 not to 
transfer these territories until 
thetr inhabitants had been con- 
sulted and until ‘he  Britlsh 
Paorllament had had an oppor- 
tunity of expressing its views, 

“Geners. Herlzcgs himself in 
1925 wald that his party was nut 
prepared to incorporate In the 
Union uny territory unless its 
Inhobitunts wished it," the 
Prine Minister added. 

Sir Winston Churchill went 
on; “It ig the interest as ft ts 
also the desire of this country 
and of South Africa that the 
friendship which has developed 
sy strongly between us over the 
years should) remain unbreak- 
able. 

“I therefore sincerely hope 

that Dr Mulan and his Govern- 
ment with whom we have 
hitherto happily co-opernted on 
soo many probicms we there in 
common will not needlessly 
press an issue on which we 
could not fall in with their 
views without falling in our 
trust.”
